The  bill  would  vest  In  the  conserva- 
tion commission  authority  over  mea- 
surements of  the  water  diverted  and 
would  provide  severe  penalties  for  vio-

— OTTA'WA"  AT'^i^^^7:-^•nle  rrinue  Al- 
bert  land  transaction  was  again  brought 
to  the  front  today  by  Hon.  Frank 
Oliver  on  motion  to  go  into  committee 
of  supply,  and  the  member  for  Edmon- 
ton moved  a  vote  of  censure.  65  Hbh. 
Robert  Rogers,  who  was  Mintster  of 
the  Interior  at  the  time  of  the  trans- 
action. In  opening,  Mr.  Oliver  said  that 
he  did  not  th.lnK  he  had  been  unduly 
critical  of  the  work  of  the  Interior  De- 
partment; in  fact,  it  mlRht  be  thought 
of  him  that  he  had  been  Fomewhate  dere- 
lict in  this  respect,  but  his  view  had 
been  that  the  new  administration  was 
entitled  to  an  opportunity  to  work  out 
any  change  of  policy  and  that  when  the 
results  of  the  change  in  policy  were  in 
evidence  It  would  be  time  enough  to 
criticize.  He  complained,  however,  that 
Hon.  Mr.  Rogers,  havlns  all  the  docu- 
ments at  hand,  had  taken  advantage  of 
this  to  make  an  attack  on  the  adminis- 
tration of  his  predecessor,  and  when 
he  had  had  no  opportunity  of  replying. 
Then,  Mr.  Oliver  .said,  he  had  made  some 
»tudy  of  the  case  and  he  would  place 
before  the  House  the  conclusions  he  had 
arrived  at. 

The  factK  of  the  caee.  he  said,  were 
admitted — that  a  ptece  of  land  compris- 
ing aeventy-three  ■«•*«*  Bltoatwd  within 
the  corporate  Umitaof  the  city  of  Prince 
Albert  had  been  homesteaded  to  one 
Arthur    Donaldson,  j  . 

This  land  had  befen  under  reservation 
originally  as  a^fore»t  reserve,  and  when 
the  reaervatlort  was  removed  the  public 
had  not  been  given  notice,  and  the  land 
was    worth    $100,000, 

Z>arge  Value  Mentioned 

"It  is  frankly  admitted  by  the  minis- 
ter," said  Mr.  Oliver,  'that  a  piece  of 
property  worth  $100,000  ha.«!  been  pre- 
sented to  a  Trince  .\lbert  citizen,  who  is 
a  political  friend  of  the  MlnlRter  and 
an  Important  personage  in  the  political 
party  of  which  my  honorable  friend  is 
the   present   manager." 

Mr.  Oliver  said  that  the  Minister  had 
defended  his  action  by  citing  the  dis- 
posal of  an  adjoining  quarter  section 
under  his  own  administration,  but  in 
doing  so  he  did  not  take  Into  account 
the  great  change  in  the  condition!?  in  the 
West  during  the  period  190S  to  1912.  Tn 
that  time  there  had  been  a  change  In 
the  values  of  certain  properties  ,«<o  great 
that  a  comparison  like  this  would  not 
hold.  There  were  millions  of  dollars' 
worth  of  subdivlBlon  property  that  In 
1908  had  only  a  farm  land  value,  and 
therefore  an  act  of  the  admlnistrai  Ion 
which  treated  suburban  or  .subdIvlMion 
property  as  property  having  only  the.

BERLIN,  April  17. — "The  Nancy  inci- 
dent" continue.s  to  occupy  many  column.s 
in  the  newspapers.  The  Foreign  Sec- 
retary made  another  statement  today. 
It  amounted  to  little  more  than  tliat 
the  Government  was  making  an  Inquiry, 
that  the  Germans  concerned  had  made 
depo.sltlons  before  the  proper  authorities, 
and  their  .iworn  statements  would  be 
forwarded  to  I'aris.  Tho  statement  was 
received    with    general    approval. 

It  is  clear  from  last  night's  reports 
that  feeling  runs  very  high,  and 
Baron  "Von  Schon  Is  reported  to  have 
said  the  Natvt'y  Incident  dangerously  re- 
sembles a  spa»k  In  an  already  explosive 
atmosphere. 

The  Vosslsche  Zoltung  appeals  to  the 
public  to  avoid  demonftrative  excite- 
ment. 

The  Kolnlsche  Zeitung  naturally 
points  out  thflt  those  incidents  confirm 
Its  statement  of  some  -woeks  ago  that 
France  was  the  real  disturber  of  the 
peace,  but  the  Rhenish  organ  apparent- 
ly does  not  perceive  that  its  own  un- 
tihiely  observations  served  in  no  small 
measure  to  excite  French  feeling  across 
the    border.  ^•>- 

Stories   of   'Witnesses 

According  to  yesterday's  reports  from 
witnesses,  the  German  ladies  at  Nancy 
were  insulted  In  an  Inde.scrlbable  man- 
ner, and  the  men  of  the  German  ^jarty 
were  delabored  with  sticks  until  they 
consented  to  make  Oriental  obeisances 
to  the  students,  and  allow  dry  bread  and 
black  sausage  to  be  stuffed  down  their 
throats. 

Members  of  the  German  party  person- 
ally describing  the  affair  say  the  ladles 
as  well  as  gentlemen  were  kicked, 
struck  and  spat  upon,  while  railway  of- 
ficials, policemen,  officers  and  soldiers 
looked    on    laughing. 

The  Germans  were  Insulted  and  mis- 
handled In  the  lowest  manner  at  the 
station.  Soldiers,  who  were  finally  or- 
dered to  protect  them,  while  In  the  rail- 
way carriage  Joined  In  the  excesses  of 
the  crowd,  who  forced  their  way  with 
the  «t)ldlcrs  Into  the  carriage,  and,  for 
over  an  hour,  until  the  departure  of  the 
train,  the  most  Incredible  things  took 
place.  The  behaviour  of  the  crowd  of 
200  persons  can  only  be  described  as 
that  a  mob  suddenly  gone  mad.  Sud- 
denly loud  hooting  was  heard  on  the 
platform,  and  the  crowd  flung  Itself  on 
two  new  victims,  merchants  from  Thur- 
Ingla.  Kvftryone  shouted:  "Those  are 
Qermana  who  derided  our  army."

— U  i.s  esti- 
mated that  SO  per  cent,  of  the  19U'-'T3 
cotton  crop  has  now  reached  Alexandria, 
and  It  is  possible  to  determine  the 
quantity  and  value  of  the  crop  with  a 
fair  degree  of  accuracy.  By  the  end 
of  February  the  average. proportion  of 
the  crop  which  has  arrived  at  Alexan- 
liria  during  the  past  17  years  has  been 
85  per  cent.

The  Mayor  asroeried,  though  hl.<;  mero 
statement  was  the  only  evidence  the 
committee  had  before  them,  that  »3e- 
cause  of  the  disappearance  of  the  re- 
port the  debentures  for  the  work  set 
forth  in  the  report  had  not  been  pre- 
pared and  included  in  those  now  offer- 
ing for  sale,  and  that.  In  consequence, 
what  should  have  been  4  per  cent  de- 
bentures will  be  4\i  per  cent  and  there- 
fore the  city  will  be  forced  to  pay  some 
$1,000  more  interest  than  should  have 
been  the  case.  No  attempt  was  made 
to  prove  this  assertion  of  the  Mayor 
or  to  show  whether  tlie  interest  saving 
cculd    have    been    made. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  the 
committee  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  call 
tho  chairman,  Alderman  McNeill,  when 
the  evidence  will  be  gone  into  and  a  de- 
cision   made.

To  prove  his  contention  that  the 
keeping  of  the  minutes  of  Council  Is  an 
important  matter,  Mr,  Dowler  produced 
t.'  the  witness  minutes  of  the  meeting 
of  March  14,  held  since  his  suspension. 
to  show  that  because  of  lack  of  proper 
oversight  on  the  part  of  a  — .Gnr.fcor  of 
the  office  a  minute  of  proceedings  of 
the  Council  when  sitting  as  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  had  'been  posted  in  the 
minute  book  on  the  request  of  the 
Mayor  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it 
should  not  have  been  there  at  all.  Hon- 
Mr.  Bevan,  speaking  from  long  expe- 
rience In  parliamentary  experience,  gave 
It  as  his  opinion  that  such  a  minute 
should  not  have  been  placed  in  the  min- 
ute   book. 

Mr.  Robert  Dlnsdale,  a  former  alder- 
man, testified  to  his  high  opinion  of 
Mr.  Dowler  «is  en  official  and  emphati- 
cally expressed  the  opinion  that  no  offi- 
cial who  has  to  work  overtime  and  re- 
ceives therefor  no  remuneration  should 
be  suspended  because  he  was  somewhat 
late    In    the   mornings. 

Mr.  Thornton  Fell,  for  two  years  an 
alderman,  also  testified  to  Mr.  Dowler's 
ability  as  city  clerk.  An  having  much 
business  with  the  corporation  he  could 
testify  to  the  care  which  Mr.  DowIm* 
gave  to  the  city's  affairs.  As  for  tho 
correctness  of  the  minutes  cited  by  Mr. 
Dowler,  Mr.  Fell,  as  clerl^  of  tiie  legis- 
lative assembly,  gave  the  opinion  that 
it  was  written  by  some  one  who  did 
not  understand  what  a  Council  sitting 
afc  committee  of  the  whole  really  Is. 
"It's  simply  nonsense,  that's  all,"  said 
Mr.   Fell.

When  iMr.  Dewier  Intimated  he  had 
closed  his  case  the  Mayor  objected  stat- 
ing- he  had  all  along  understood  Mr. 
Dowler  was  Intending  to  call  ex-Alder- 
man Okell.  Mr.  Dowler  retorted  that 
his  case  was  clo«ed  and  that  so  far  as 
he  wae  concerned,  he  had  no  intention 
of  calling   the   ex-aldaPman. 

(Mr.  Dowler,  in  taking  the  stand  on 
his  own  behalf,  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
there  were  three  allegations  in  the 
Mayor's  cliarge.  First  that  he  had  been 
tardy  In  cettina  to  hl«  offlce  In  the 
mornings;  eecond,  that  most  of  the 
work  of  the  offlce  had  been  performed 
by  aubordinates,  and  third,  that  Mr. 
Dei«vJer  wae  not  worth  the  money  h« 
was  reeeirlna.  The  two  latter,  Mr.

Council  proceedings  as 
there  was  nothing  to  show  the  inter- 
lineations hed  not  beed  made  at  any 
time  subsequent  to  the  signing  of  the 
minutes  'by    the   Ma.yor. 

Vot  la  Question. 

Mr.  Dowler  aw'ore  that  in  no  in- 
stance had  any  such  additions  ))een 
made,  that  the  interlineations  had  been 
made  betixre  tlse  minutes  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council  fur  adoption  and 
that  on  tho  numerous  occjiaions  on 
which  the  minutes  had  been  pro^iuced 
in  court  actions  not  once  had  their 
correctness  been  called  Into  question. 
As  to  the  Mayor's  previous  assertions 
that  he  (Mr.  Dowler)  had  refused  to 
shake  -hands  with  him  after  he  had 
been  elected  Mayor  In  February,  Mr. 
Dowler  declared  that  was  false.  He 
had  shaJten  hands  with  him  aa  Alayor 
of  Victoria,  and  not  as  A.  J.  Morley. 
It  was  but  right  that  an  official  should 
recognize   the   Mayor. 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  taking  of 
evidence  -the  Mayor  and  Mr.  Dowler 
made  lengthy  addresses,  the  latter 
speaking  first  and  being  given  a  short 
time  to  reply  to  the  Mayor's  address. 
He  made  a  dignified  and  eloquent  ap- 
peal to  the  committee  to  con.slder  the 
evidence  ujKrti  its  merits,  pointing  out 
that  while  the  Mayor  had  seen  fit  to 
suspend  him  upon  minor  charges,  a 
vast  amount  of  irrelevant  testimony 
had  been  introduced  to  support  a  weak 
case.  He  cited  the  wholly  unusual 
course  pursued  during  the  hearing 
whereby  statements  prepared  by  the 
Mayor  had  been  handed  to  the  commit- 
tee as  evidence;  members  of  the  com- 
mittee sitting  in  the  capacity  of  judges 
had  been  forced  to  take  the  stand  to 
testify  In  support  of  charges  they  were 
supposed  to  judge  with  unbiased  minds, 
and  the  evidence  had  gone  back  for 
years  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
committee  could  deal  only  with  mat- 
ters affecting  this  year's  Council  pro- 
ceedings. 

He  declared  that  with  all  the  irrele- 
vant evidence  the  Mayor  had  merely 
proved  his  (Mr.  Dowler's)  case.  When 
he  had  taken  offlce  twenty-four  years 
ago  the  bonded  debt  of  the  city  was 
about  $600,000.  Today  it  is  over  110,- 
000,000  and  of  all  the  important  by-laws 
which  had  gone  through  his  iiands,  all 
the  legal  steps  which  he  had  to  take 
and  which.  If  Improperly  taken,  would 
have  cost  the  city  dearly,  there  was  not 
a  single  Instance  where  a  mistake  had 
been  shown. 

Oould  Xar*  Bared  Honey. 

The  Mayor  had  made  an  attempt,  he 
Bald,  to  prove  to  the  committee  that  he 
(Mr.  Dowler)  bad  coat  the  cit>'  J2000 
through  an  error  In  connection  with  the 
local  improvement  report  of  October  7 
last.  "I  can  tell  you,"  declared  Mr. 
Dowler,  "if  the  Mayor  had  taken  my 
advice  with  regard  to  tho  dlaposal  of 
bodies  in  the  cemetery,  he  would  have 
saved  the  city  the  $2000  and  costs 
levied  by  the  court   \p  a  recent  case." 

Mt.  Dowler  declared  the  charges  were 
trivial  and  unworthy  of  any  man  hold- 
ing the  important  position  of  Mayor  of 
Victoria.  The  circulation  of  the  charges 
had  branded  him  among  his  friends 
and  relatives  outside  Victoria  as  a  de- 
faulter, for  in  no  other  city  iu  Canada 
would  a  Mayor  have  suspended  an  of- 
ficial for  any  offence  less  heinous  than 
defalcation. 

Mayor  Morley  asiierted  he  regretted 
as  much  as  Mr.  Dowler  could,  the 
necessity  of  the  step  taken  in  sus- 
pending the  latter,  but  he  had  taken  his 
oath  of  office  to  enforce  the  laws,  and 
he  Intended  to  do  It.  The  Mayor  went 
over    the   evidence,    claiming    it    proved

Wlien  the  Panama  Canal  Is  opened  for 
traffic,  a  great  many  people  are  likely 
to  come  to  British  Columbia  looking  for 
opportunities  to  procure  farms.  If  tlicy 
can  be  got  on  the  land,  they  will,  in  a 
vtry  short  lime  begin  to  produce  lhing.«, 
which  the  people  of  this  Province  re- 
quire in  (juantities  that  are  increasing 
from  year  to  year,  and  have  now  to  be 
imported. 

We  submit  that  one  of  the  questions 
that  call  for  early  consideration  is  the 
best  means  of  providing  for  the  require- 
ments of  these  people.  This  Is  a  sub- 
ject upon  which  some  well-defined 
policy  will  have  t6:  be  .formulated  to 
prevent  these  newcomers  from  crowding 
Into  the  cities,  redu<-lng  the  rale  of 
wages    and     the    standard    of    living. 

The  problem  is  not  acute  at  the  i)res- 
ent  time,  and  it  may  be  possible  to  get 
ready  for  It  wlien  it  presents  Itself 
acutely;  but  that  it  will  be  a  very  real 
and  very  serious  problem  cannot  be  de- 
nied. It  is  not  our  Intention  to  advance 
any  definite  suggestion  at  this  time, 
further  than  to  say  that  facilities  will 
have  to  be  provided  whereby  Intending 
settlers  can  reach  areas  suitable  for 
agriculture    and    dairying.  There    are 

such  areas.  The  Minister  of  Lands  Is 
\ery  active  in  his  efforts  to  see  tha^ 
the  location  of  them  Is  ascertained,  and 
full  particulars  concerning  them  are 
made  available  tn  all  who  desire  to  be- 
come farmers.  Very  much  good  will 
come  from  the  p.xcellent  reports  on  the 
Province  that  he  i.s  having  prepared  by 
the  Provincial  surveyors,  but  this  does 
not  seem  wholly   to  cover  the   case.

The  subdividing  of  land  into  town 
lots  is  a.  matter  by  no  means  free  from 
difficulty,  and  upon  which  it  is  im- 
possible to  lay  down  any  hard  and  fast 
rule.  Take  for  example  the  width  of 
lots.  We  think  everyone  will  agree 
that  a  60-foot  width  is  very  nearly  ideal. 
But  what  shall  be  required  In  the  case 
of  a  piece  of  land  having  only  150  feet 
of  frontage  on  a  road.  To  require  the 
owner  'to  make  his  lots  of  60  foot  front- 
age would  be  to  compel  him  in  point  of 
fact  to  make  of  them  76  feet  frontage, 
for  he  could  not  make  two  or  60  feet 
and  leave  one  of  30  feet.  It  Is  not 
always  the  vendor  who  must  be  consid- 
ered In  auch  matters.  The  purcliaser 
must  be  taken  Into  account,  and  he 
might  be  quite  willing  to  buy  50  or  60 
feet  of  frontage,  but  feel  imable  to  buy 
75  feet.  We  cite  these  matters  to  show 
that  hard  and  fast  rules  might  work  an 
injustice  both  to  the  owner  of  the  land 
and  intending  purchasers.  Of  course^ 
If  the  vendor  chooses  to  sell  his  land 
by  metes  and  bounds,  he  can  sell  as 
much  or  as  little  as  he  likes,  but  most 
owners  prefer  to  sell  according  to  a 
definite  registered  plan  of  subdivision. 
We  suggest  that  the  exercise  of  a  little 
good  Judgment  would  save  a  good  deal 
of    friction    in   such    matters. 

On  the  <]ue«tipn  of  roads  and  streei-i 
It  Is  obvious  thai;,,  some  general  rule 
must  be  followed  as  far  as  possible 
without  doing  any  injustice.  Xarrow 
steets  are  hlrhJy  o&jt^cti^Woie,  and 
should  be  avoided.  No  on*  caVobJect 
to  a  person  giving  a  private  rlgH^  of 
way  through  his  property,  but  the  gm»t 
objection 'to  this  Is  that  after  a  tl 
tho  owners,  whose  homes  abut  on 
Rrivala   right   ol.  #»x  irlU.i|tW«*    ihal 


claim  that  it  should  be  recognised  as  a 
public  street.  The  standard  width  of 
a  street  or  road  should  be  not  less  than 
66  feet,  except  under  exceedingly  ex- 
ceptional   circumstances. 

A  very  Important  inatt«r  is  the  limi- 
tation of  tlie  numb'.'r  of  buildings  which 
may  be  erected  on  a  given  area.  .lust 
to  what  extent  this  can  be  regulated 
under  the  law  as  It  stands  may  be  un- 
certain, but  If  wo  are  to  avoid  conges- 
tion  of  ciHlage  residences,  It  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  by  law  how  many 
buildings  may  be  erected  upon  a  given 
area.  We  suggest  tentatively  that  for 
every  house  to  be  erected  on  any  lot 
there  should  be  at  least  5,000  square 
feet  of  land.  Two  houses  on  a  lot 
60x1211  ought  not  to  be  permitted.

Sir, — I  notice  that  In  the  Issue  of  The 
Colonist  of  April  16  you  state  that  a 
bill  either  has  been  or  is  about  to  be 
brought  Into  the  British  House  of  Com- 
mons to  establish  the  principle  of  "one 
man,  one  vote,"  and  then  you  go  on  to 
state  that  "no  doubt  the  measure  would 
pass  the  House  of  Commons,  and  it  is 
altogether  improbable  that  the  Ifouse 
of  Lords  would  Interfere.  "  (I  am  quot- 
ing the  meaning  of  your  words.  If  not 
the  very  words  themselves.)  I  would 
like  to  say  that  for  a  considerable  part  of 
my  life  I  have  either  voted  jn,  or  worked 
and  canvassed  in  British  elections,  and 
perhaps,  therefore,  know  something  of 
the  trend  of  i)olltlcal  thought  In  Eng- 
land. With  the  first  part  of  the  words 
I  have  put  in  Inverted  commas  I  quite 
agree,  but  to  tlie  last  part  I  entirely  de- 
mur. In  fact,  1  give  It  as  my  humble 
opinion,  that  It  Is  altogether  probable 
that  the  House  of  Lords  would  inter- 
fere, to  this  extent,  by  exercising  their 
legal  right  of  rejecting  the  bill.  And 
this  1  think  they  wotild  do,  because  they 
would  think  the  passing  of  the  bill 
would  be  likely  (and  reasons  might  be 
given  for  this)  to  lead  to  the  institution 
of  mob  rule  and  Its  possible  conse- 
quence— revolution.  A  constimmatlon 
which  the  House  of  Lords  and  all  rlght- 
thlnklng  people  would  wish  to  stave  off 
as  long  as  possible.  The  principle  of 
"one  man,  one  vote"  may  do  very  well 
in  a  young  country  like  Canada,  but  in 
my  humble  opinion  It  would  be  attended 
with  dangerous  result.s  In  an  old  coun- 
trj'  like  Kngland,  where  the  conditions 
are   so    radlcall.v   different.

T|te  Provincial  MlnUter  of  Lianda, 
Hon.  William  R.  Roaa,  K.C.,  has  left 
for  the  national  capital,  where  ha  pro- 
posea  to  take  up  with  the  Federal  ~a,u- 
thorities  several  pending  matters  with 
which  his  department  la  directly  oon- 
cerned,  promlj^ent  among  these  being 
the  matter  of  water  record*  and  admin- 
istration of  railway  belt  lands  within 
British  Columbia.  It  bad  been  intended 
also  for  the  Minister  to  take  up  the 
question  of  fire  prevention  patrol  on 
railways  traversing  British  Columbia, 
but  exclusively  under  Dominion  Juris- 
diction. This  matter  appears,  however, 
to  have  been  satisfactorily  disposed  of 
by  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Rail- 
way Commissioners  of  Canada,  and  at 
the  late  conference  In  Calgary  of  in- 
terests affected,  the  railways  volun- 
tarily agreed  to  accept  the  Provincial 
plan  of  protection,  which  leaves  little 
to  be  done.  The  Minister  expects  to 
complete  his  work  at  Ottawa  and  re- 
turn   here    early    next    month.

The  owners  claimed  a 
strip  of  land  on  the  Blanchard  Street 
Bide,  five  feet  in  width,  asserting  their 
title  thereto  by  reason  of  the  property 
having  been  enjoyed  by  private  owners 
for  more  than  forty  years  and  that 
under  the  Quieting  Titles  Act  they  be 
declared  owners  of  the  strip.  The  city 
opposed  this  claim  and  Mr.  Ljixton  was 
appointed  referee  lo  decide  on  the 
legality  or  otherwise  of  the  petitioners' 
claim. 

Mr.  Luxton  submitted  the  result  of 
his  finding  to  City  Solicitor  Robertson 
yesterday  morning.

From  my  first  acquaint- 
ance with  him,  when  I  came  nt  his  re- 
quest, to  the  day  that  I  bade  him  fare- 
well In  the  .Archdeaconry  house  In  Van- 
couver on  his  leaving  for  Pas  Roblos, 
o\ir  relalionshl])  has  been  most  Intimate. 
Since  my  ronsecratlon  he  ha.s  been  my 
confidential  advisor  In  the  admlnl.stra- 
tlon  of  the  Oiocesp  of  New  Westmin- 
ster; and  his  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tions that  obtain  in  this  Diocese  was 
often  placed  at  my  disposal  and  was  of 
great  assist,- nee  to  me  in  solving  the 
problems  pres'-nted  on  many  occasions 
by   the  work  progiKAsing   here.     ' 

"You  -will  doubtless  give  fitting  ex- 
prresion  to  the  loss  that  the  Church  in 
this  Province  has  sustained  -by  his 
passing,  and  In  due  course  a  resolution 
will    be   brought   before   you.

to  his  whole-hearted  devotion,  his  en- 
ergy and  as»id\ilty  as  never  before.  He 
has  rnada  a  verv  complete  itinerary  of 
the  whole  Dloceso,  an<l  his  reports  from 
time  to  time  have  been  of  great  vjilue 
and   asslstanca." 


can  take  the  place  of  mother  love  In  the 
formlnir  of  character  of  the  little  girl 
or  boy.  I^ong  before  the  lips  can  frame 
Intelligible  sounds  the  baby  has  felt 
the  innuence  for  good  or  HI  of  the  life 
around  It.  Day  by  day  the  character  U 
molded  by  looks  and  words  and  acta 
of  which  the  parents  are  not  always 
conscious. 

11  must  be  remembered  that  before 
the  little  girl  or  boy  is  six  years  old  a 
thousand  opportunities  have  arisen  of 
teaching  modesty,  truthfulness  and  un- 
selfishness. Only  lo\e  artd  the  Inflnite 
patlmce  of  motherhood  can  make  such 
teaching  effective.  Childhood  Is  way- 
ward and  self-willed  and  the  task  of 
training   Is   not   easy. 

When  school  days  begin  the  work  of 
character-building  must,  to  jtome  ex- 
tent be  delfgated  to  the  teacher.  This 
la  not  always  felt  as  It  should  be  by 
young  teachers.  It  is  possible  to  pre- 
serve a  sort  of  discipline  that  represses 
a  chlld'a  natural  impulses  and  Instincts 
but  gives  it  no  Inspiration  to  vood.  Th< 
moment  the  restraint  of  the  presence  of 
such  teachers  is  removed  all  sorts  of 
excesses   are   indulged    In. 

But,  on  the  whole,  teachers  are  In- 
terested in  their  pupils  and  are  anxious 
for  their  welfare.  Their  ideals  are  high 
and  they  are  conscientious.  The  activi- 
ties of  the  class  room  tend  to  develop- 
ment not  only  of  Intellect  but  of  char- 
acter. It  Is  to  be  regretted  that  more 
teachers  do  not  realize  that  there  are 
great  opportunities  tor  extending  their 
Influence  during  play  hours.  Playground 
suporvlalon  Is  enjoined  and'  practiced, 
but  it  is  not  always  as  sympathetic 
and  vigilant  ^s  It  ought  to  be. 

No  teaching,  however,  will  do  away 
with  the.  need  of  the  care  of  the  par- 
ents. <  ^  The  mother  who  leaves  her  lit- 
tle daughter  to  play  on  the  streets  till 
cvcfniog  while  she  occupies  herself  with

No  daughter  ever 
forgeta  the  companionship  of  a  loving 
father.  A  word  or  look  often  has  an 
effect  tha't  lasts  a  lifetime^  If  fathers 
oftener  reall^.ed  how  their  sons  and 
daughters  idolize  them  and  how  their 
sonis  long  for  companionship,  sympa- 
thy and  appreciation,  there  would  be 
fewer  men  in  our  clubs  and  saloons. 
The  boy  or  the  girl  who  leaves  school 
strong  in  bod.v  and  sound  In  character 
may  go  wrong  but  there  Is  compara- 
tively little  danger  of  faihire  in  life. 
It  is  In  the  years  of  early  youth  that, 
as  a  rule,  those  evil  seeds  arc  sown 
which   corrupt  and  waste   the   life. 

It  may  be  said  that  what  has  been 
written  are  platitudes  that  have  lost 
their  force  by  frequent  repitition.  If 
this  is  true  we  women  need  again  some 
prophet  who  will  lead  us  to  feel  the 
sacrednesa  of  home  duties.  Or  is  It 
that  We  should  sit  at  ills  feel  who 
took  the  little  children  In  his  arms  and 
taught  His  followers  that  "Of  such  Is 
the   Kingdom    of    heaven." 

'Woman  Bobool  Trnstaas 

There  is  an  agitation  In  Nova  Scoti-i 
for  a  change  in  the  school  law  that  will 
make  it  possililc  for  women  to  alt  on 
school     boards.  In     British     Columbia 

that  privilege  has  been  accorded  to 
women  for  many  years.  It  is  one  that 
j   women    In    Victoria    value    very    highly. 

The  present  woman  incumbent  of  the 
office  of  school  trustee,  Mrs.  .Tenkins, 
has  been  an  excellent  representative  of 
the  mothers  as  well  as  the  tcaclier.s  (jf 
the  city.  There  are  many  occasions  in 
v.'hich  a  good  woman  can  be  of  the 
greatest  assistance  on  the  school  board 
if  she  has  the  requisite  tact  and  dis- 
cretion. Our  woman  trustee,  moreover, 
has  shown  that  there  Is  no  department 
of  the  work  of  the  school  board  In 
which  she  is  not  fitted  to  act  as  a  wise 
repro'cntatlve  of  the  public. 

In  Halifax,  if  the  writer  Is  correctly 
Informed,  the  Women's  Council  was  ac- 
tive in  promoting  technical  education 
and  in  estal)llshlng  supervised  play- 
grotinds.  In  these  respects  tliat  city 
takes  a  leading  place  In  Canada.  It  Is 
lo  )'!■  Ipiprd  that  In  all  Canadian  citii^s 
the  be'^f  women  will  soon  be  en.giiged  In 
administering    the    affairs    of    schools.

Never  before  has  there  been  such  in- 
terest taken  in  social  ills.  The  maga- 
zines, thie  newspapers,  the  i)rocccdinKs 
of  women's  meetings,  show  Jliat  at- 
tempts are  being  made  In  alj  directions 
to  cure  evils  of  long  standing.  The 
men  and  women  engaged  In  such  work 
rccehe,  as  they  deserve  to  receive,  the 
honor  and  the  reverence  of  their  con- 
temporaries. Jane  Adams  and  .ludg  .^ 
Lindsay  In  the  I'nlted  States  are  per- 
haps, the  most  outatand'ng  l,\pes  of 
thousands  who  are  endeavoring  to  cure 
the  Ills  that  are  rife  In   largt-  cities. 

In  Canada  we  have  Dr.  Helen  Mc- 
Murchy  and  Mr.  Kelso  doing  yeoman 
service  for  the  delinquent  children  and 
the  feebleminded.  There  are  hundreds 
of  others  who  in  various  waj'.i  are 
working  in  all  our  cities  to  cure  the  Ills, 
many  of  which  are  the  result  of  the 
misdoings  of  generations. 

Everyone  of  these  workeri^' — not  talk- 
ers, for  talking  Is  as  easy  as  It  Is  often 
futlk— will  testify  that  it  would  have 
been  far  better  ahd  far  easier  to  pre- 
vent   the   disease   than    to   cure    It. 

But,  If  may  be  asked,  how  can  w. 
prevent  wickedness?  The  answer  was 
given  long  aao  by  the  birth  of  a  Uttle 
child  who  afterwards  "grihr  In  wisdom 
and  In  stattire  and  In  favor  with  Ood 
and  man."  *  ft  very  mother  who  today 
nurses  h.r  baby  can.  If  she.  herself  Is 
pure  and  K90d  4hd  wise  bcffln  the  r«g:u> 
latlon  of  society.  Every  father  whoa, 
heart  is  filled  With  love  auid  pride  can 
take  his  part  In  the  work.

iBstltuts   'Work 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  icarn  that  the 
Women's  Institutes  are  advocating  the 
cultivation  of  school  gardens  on  Van- 
iiouve4-_  Island.  Their  eff.'rts  should  be 
hearTny  .seconded  by  tho  teachers.  The 
many  years  Fi-hi.iol  Inspectors  have, 
without  any  great  su<  cess,  spoken  In 
favor  of  school  gardens.  The  failure 
was  not  surprising. 

In  few  districts  does  the  teach;T  re- 
main long  enough  to  see  the  fruit  of 
her  labors  In  ornamenting  the  school 
grounds.  Few  tracliers,  whether  men 
or  women,  have  had  much  experlenct; 
in  the  work  of  gardening  and  It  is  not 
everyone  that  can  prevail  upon  boys 
and  girls  to  do  hard  work  that  Is  not 
looked    upon    as    part   of    the   curriculum. 

It  will  he  quite  a  different  matter  If 
the  co-operation  of  the  mothers  of  th- 
children  Is  sectired.  They  will  help  and 
encourage  the'  children  and,  no  doubt, 
prevail  upon  the  men  of  the  districts 
to  do  work  that  is  too  dimcult  for  either 
te.achers   or  children. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
ready'  to  supply  seeds  and  will  offer 
I)rir,es.  There  will.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
soon  be  a  healthy  rivalry  between  the 
rural  .schools  In  making  the  school 
house    ivnd     Its     surroundings    beautiful. 

The  cultivation  of  vegetable*  has 
been  undertaken  with  the  best  results  In 
some  of  the  Ontario  schools  an  In  the 
consolidated  schools  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces.  It  Is  stated  by  teachers  and 
trustees  that  the  best  gardeners  are 
the  most  aucccBSful  students  In  the  or- 
dinary common  school  subjects. 

Institute  competitions  Is  a/  kindred 
subject,  for  already  It  Is  plain  that  the 
growth  and  th.  preserving  of  vegeta- 
bles and  fruit  are  among  the  matters 
to  which  the  institutes  are  devoting 
their  attention.  Whatever  'craatea  In 
country  homes  an  Interest  in  rw"*'  «•"■ 
ploymentB  will  do  good.  Nathing  la 
more  needed  for  the  proaj»«rlty  Vt  town 
as  well  as  country  than  mtaHltafit  an- 
thuslaatlc  gardenera,  and  noyhara  la 
the  aoli  and  cHmat.  b.tt.r  aulta*  far 
th.  work  than  on  Vancouver  talaa4.

to  the  hilt  his  charges  and  he  threv/ 
in  the  threat  that  If  Mr.  Powler  were 
re-Instated  there  would  be  nothing  for 
It  but  to  suspend  two  of  his  subordin- 
ates, as  th©  work  does  not  require  the 
large  expenditure  now  being  made. 
That  the  subordinates  had  not  been  led 
astray  by  the  bad  example  set  by  their 
superior  was,  the  Mayor  believed,  a 
tribute  to  them.  The  Mayor  said  he 
did  not  deal  with  such  cases  from  th« 
personal  standpoint,  but  purely  from 
that  of  the  city.  He  cited  the  case  of 
Mr.  A.  Bordc,  recently  advanced  to  tho 
office  of  collector  of  water  rates,  a  man, 
tho  Mayor  a.ssorted.  who  had  for  years 
"venemously"  opposed  his  candidature 
for  Mayor.  "But  notwithstanding  that 
I  have  advanced  him  to  a  higher  and 
more  responsible  station,"  said  His 
Worship.

Considerable  repairs  will  have  to  be 
carried  out  aboard  the  C.P.R.  steamship 
Prlncasa  Sophia  before  she  will  be  able 
to  re-enter  the  Northern  service.  After 
she  had  been  hauled  out  yesterday  at 
the  B.C.  Marine  ways,  It  was  found  that 
some  thirty  feet  of  her  keel  forward 
had  been  ripped  off  by  the  keen  edges 
of  the  Sentinel  reefa.  By  the  time  she 
again  enters  the  water  she  will  have 
practically  a  new  stem  below  the  water- 
line.  All  the  damage  sustained  was 
ahead  of  tha  for'ard  bulkhead.  Several 
frames  will  have  to  be  straightened  out.

This  Is  being  done  in  the  hope  of  get- 
ting Unlonl.sts  to  consider  ihe  amended 
.schemeas  a  possible  compromi'^e.  How 
any  compromise.  In  the  imlikely  event 
of  Its  being  arrived  at.  could  be  grafted 
on  the  Home  ilule  Bill  has  not  .vet  been 
suRgesled.  It  Is  under.xtood  that  Pro- 
fessor Bastable,  who  is  a  Home  F!\ilor, 
is  one  of  the  group  who  are  actlse  in 
thfi   matter. 

Tliert'  is  A  provisional  lommiltee,  an 
e,\ecutivc  conimittee  and  a  siib-commtt- 
tee.  The  sub-committee  have  recently 
drawn  up  and  presented  a  report  giving 
"some  Indication  of  the  nature  and  ten- 
dency of  the  amendments  tliey  are  like- 
ly, to  recommend,"  so  that  the  executive 
committee,  and  If  deslrablt^  the  provi- 
sional committee  also,  may  indicate 
tiieir  apii;o\nl  or  diwaiiproval  of  the 
.•^ugKcstbins,  or  ma.v  refer  other  features 
of  Iho  Home  H^lle  Bill  to  them  for  in- 
vestigation.

If  an.\-,  as  may  be  thoiigh  desir- 
able should  be  provided  by  changes  in 
the  composition  and  powers  of  the  Irish 
Houses  of  Parliament  rather  than  by 
any  increase  In  the  direct  autliority  of 
the    Imperial    Parliament.

On  finance,  the  sub-committee  criti- 
cize ad\'nr«ely  the  "complex  system  of 
itnal  administration  and  divided  respon- 
sibility," which  in  their  opinion  would 
"prevent  either  the  Imperial  or  Irish 
Parliament  from  exercising  an  elTectlve 
check  upon  expenditure."

Prime  iviinister  Has  Issued 
New  Order  Placing  Severe 
Restrictions  on  Production 
of  Popular  Pictures. 


ROME  APRIL  17.  — Italy,  the  home 
of  Government  (.-enaorships  on  about 
everything  censurable,  has         .just 

produced  another.  This  time  it  Is  a 
national  censorship  uy  moving  picture 
•)hows,  and  it  lias  been  brouKlu  about 
with  a  neutnes.-i  and  diapatcii  a  trifle 
disconcerting  to  other  rountrjf-s  where 
different   governinent«l   authority   exists! 

While  it  it^  true  in  Italy  that  a  king 
is  a  king,  and  a  puBliament  a  parlia- 
ment, it  also  happens  in  Italy'  that  a 
prime  minister  in  general,  and  Prime 
Minister  Giolitti  in  particular,  l.s  a  lit- 
tle bit  of  a  king,  and  a  parliamenl  and 
H  cabinet  and  an  emperoi;  and  a  czar 
and  a  few  other  things  authoritative 
alt  nilxeil  up  in  one.  As  a  consctiucnce, 
when  it  occurred  to  Giolitti  liiat  a  cen- 
sorship of  jnoving  pictures  might  be 
desirable,  the  thing  not  only  was  just 
as  good  as  done,  but,  'if  anything,  Just 
a    little   bit   more  so. 

Neither  the  King  nor  the  Cabinet- 
formed  by  Giolitti  for  advising  him — 
nor  Parliament,  nor  even  the  mcTving 
picture  show  managers  were  consulted, 
and  since  then  there  has  been  nothing 
left  to  be  done  except,  for  the  moving 
picture  show  managers  to  figure  out 
from  the  censorship  order  issued  by 
Premier  GloHttl  to  every  officer  of  pub- 
lic safety  in  Italy  whether  anything 
remains  that  they  can  actually  produce 
without  having  to  go  to  jail.  Tine 
question,  too,  is  still  just  a  trifle  in 
doubt. 

IMaonsses    BtUs    of    Shows 

I'remiei-  Cioliili  liegan  liis  lirciiiar 
e.stabllshlns:  the  censorship  with  -.,  Ioiik 
preaml)le  upon  the  possibilities  df  ■Mil 
"f  moving  pictures  shows.  lie  poini.d 
out  first  liow  the  productions  might  be 
contrarj-  to  public  morals,  to  Kood  cus- 
tom and  to  pulillc  order.  Then  he  dis- 
cussed at  length  tlie  special  efToct  which 
certain  films  might  have  upon .  people 
of  weak  mind  and  character,  upon  chil- 
dren and  upon  the  public  In  general 
when  such  productions'  might  show  a 
certain  lack  of  respect  for  Governmentf 
al     autliority. 

There  followed  then  the  order  estab- 
lishing the  offkvlal-  Government  censors 
and  the  provision  that  no  film  can  be 
prodticed  in  Italy  for  tlie  first  time 
witliout  having  been  presented  In  full 
before  one  of  these  censors  and  favor- 
Bni>'  passed  upon  by  him.  For  Alms 
that  hsve  been  permitted  pre.'entfvtlon 
In  other  countries  it  In  only  necessary 
that  proof  ot  this  fact  be  presented  to 
the  censor  and  iliat  he  Is  given  a  de- 
tailed description  of  the  plot,  the 'sce- 
nario and   the  action  sltown. 

Five  different  kinds  of  produ-Uionii 
are  then  speclflcally  prohibited,  the  cen- 
sor, however,  having  the  right  to  exer- 
cise his  judgement  more  leniently  or 
more  severely  as  the  case  may  demand. 
There  are  first  prohibited  all  films  that 
might  ix"  contary  to  public  decency  and 
good  breeding.  Then  comes  the  prohib- 
ition of  productions  which-  might  be 
contrary  to  decorum,  to  the  established 
conceptions  of  honor,  to  the  national 
reputatlort,  to  public  order' generally  and 
to  the  International  relations  with  other 
countries. 

Oflleer  Knet     Bs  Xero 

The  third  clause  has  to  deal  especial- 
ly with  criminal  films  and  prohibits 
anything  which  might  he  regarded  as 
a  school  for  criminals  or  that  might 
have  a  bad  effect  upon  children  or  per- 
sons mentally  or  morally  excitable.  The 
fourth  provision  Is  aimed  at  anything 
which  might  tend  to  create  a  dtiireapect 
of  public  stithority  and  In  this  no  effert 
is  made  to  conceal  the  fact  that  It  Is 
Intended  to  prohibit  those  very  popular 
films  in  which  the  poor  policeman  g«te 
the  w'orse  of  It.  The  clause  ihaKea' it 
very  veldent  that  firm-drama  writers 
hereafter  must  "c'ait  tft'elr  pollc'emeh  in 
the  role  of  a  very  hiuch  reet;^ cted  hero. 

Finally,  the  laet  clause^  <lilch  Is  ad- 
mitted to  have  been  destined  especially 
for  the  Impressionable  Italian  tempera- 
ment that  Is  very  vusceptlble  to  scenes 
of  cruelty,  prohibits  everything  of  tfcat 
kind,  mentioning  especially  surgical 
operations,  cruelty,  to  aaimals  or  aoenee 
of  any  ktnd  calculated  to  make  this 
"ehlvers  come." 

With  the  same  dispatch  with  which 
premier  aiolitti  has  ordered  the  cen* 
■orehip,  it  has  been  put  Into  force.  ftn<l 
mo^nir  picture  producers  are  hoar  e*tii« 
plytn*  with   the  full  piwrtalan*  •!  tlMI

PARIS,  April  17.— Higher  and  ever 
more  Irreslstmie  grrows  the  tremendous 
wave  of  .patriotliiiTi  that  is  sweeping 
across  t\w  countrj'  making  our  hearts 
beat  with  .pride  an<l  Joy  in  having  lived 
to  aee  the  glorious  resurrection  of 
France,  which  pessimists  In  all  coun- 
tries had  ac^lared  doom«d  to  decadence 
and    fall. 

No  one  can  deny  that  the  blU  drafted 
by  t.he  Governmtnt  providing  for  the 
re-establishment  of  the  three  year.s' 
service  is  an  exceedingly  drastic  meas- 
ure. It  demands  great  sacrifices  from 
the  young  m«n  of  France,  but  in  th« 
eyes  of  the  men  who  wUl  have  to  malte 
these  aacrlfices  it  does  nflt  evtjn  go  far 
enoug'h,  because  it  does  not  brinE  our 
army  up  to  the  same  size  aa  that  of 
Germany,  and  If  a  vote  were  taken 
among  those  who  ara  albout  to  enter 
military  service,  I  am  convinced  that 
they  would  hail  a  military  term  of  five 
years -with  even  greater  enthusiasm. 
Though  the  Socialist  Readers  are  try- 
•  Ing  their  utmost  to  convincf  the  people 
— ttist — the    OovQJ'nment  Ik    trying    tn    fti- 


ment  a  war  scare  tor  poUtical  reasona. 
every  one  feelfl  tihat  unless  France 
gives  Germany  proof  of  her  deterralna- 
lion  to  sacrifice  everything  In  the  de- 
fence of  her  country  war  will  come  be- 
fore  long. 

StttdentB  S«t  Example 
Thp  example  set  by  the  ."iturtents  of 
the  Paris  coUege.«i  is  being  followed  all 
over  the  ?^ountry.  The  fiovernment  is 
roceivlng  daily  signed  memorials  from 
hoys  who  declare  that  they  \vill  glad- 
ly serve  three  years  In  barracks  and 
so  assist  in   the  national  defence. 

During    the    last    few    years    numbers 
of  young  men  have  voluntarily  offered 
to  serve   three   years.     Toung  men  who 
belong    to    the      Societies      of      Military 
rreparallon    welcome     the     three     years' 
•service.     M.   Adolphe   Oheron,    the   presi- 
dent of  the  Union   Societies  of  Military 
Preparation,    points   out      that      as      the 
physical    Improvement    of    the    race      is 
the    source    of    all    efficacious      defence 
and    prosperity,       the      advantages      at- 
tached   to   physical    education    and    mili- 
tary   preparation    should    be     increased 
by   future  legislation.     As   to   the  effect 
of   military  service  on   medical   Instruc- 
tion,   Professor   Landouzy,    deap    of  the 
faculty  of  medicir*,   declares   that  since 
Uiis    three   years'    service   is   deemed    in- 
dispensable   the    university    must    recon- 
cile   the    interests    of    the    high    culture 
of  the  nation  with  those  of  national  de- 
fence.    He  is   of  opinion    that    the   ."solu- 
tion   of   the  problem    is    not    a   dlfflcult 
one.

Read  also  the  way  in  which 
these  same  journals  justify  the  new 
armampnt.«i.  and  you  will  see  that  It  is 
the  Balkan  war  which  has  made  our 
neighbors  think. 

"It  is  the  entry  on  the  scene  of  a 
new  and  ambitious  people  whose-united 
force  is  a  menace  tp  Austria  and  a  con- 
siderable addition  lo  Kussia's  forces, 
.which  is  the  new  disquieting  fact  for 
Germany.  Austria  Is  obliged  to  watch 
and  hold  in  check  the  Slav  peoples  In 
the  Balkans,  and  can  no  longer  furnish 
to  b»r  ally  anything  beyond  an  assist- 
ance which  anionntH  to  practically 
nothing. 

"Then,  again.  Itussla  grows  and 
grows,  and  after  n  few  years  her  power 
will  far  surpass  German's.  Germany 
no  longer  thinks  of  making  war  on  Eng- 
land. She  scarcely  troubles  to  take 
measures  against  an  aggri-ssion  which 
France  does   not  contemplate. 

"What  she  is  growing  uneasy  at  is 
the,  progrt?.ss  of  Russia  and  the  d<^velop- 
ment  of  the  .Slav  peoples  in  the  Balkans, 
n  is  In  order  to  parry  this  danger  and 
supply  the  place  of  Austria's  aid  that 
she  is  pushing  forward  her  armaments 
and    Increasing   her   effectiveness."

Cardinal  Rampolla,  then  Papal   secretary 
of  state,  suggested  that  he  leave  Venice, 
but  he  loft  the  decision  to  the  patriarch 
Cardinal  Sarto  visited  the  sovereigns  and 
invited   them   to   the   Patriarchate,   where 
he  sat  between  them.     After  a  momeni 
King   Humbert   smilingly   asked;    "What 
would  Rome  say  if  Rome  could  see  us? 

In  answer  the  Patriarch  handed  him 
Rampolla'a  letter  to  read.  Then  he  add- 
ed:  "But  in  Venice  I  am  master." 

Many    cardinals,  high   prelates,    mem 
hers   of   the   aristocracy   and    the    Grand 
Master   of   the   Knights    of    Malta    also 
called  at  the  Vatican   to  make  Inquirie 
and  showed  groat  relief  at  the  favorable 
reports. 

Distozlilng  Beports 

In  spite  of  the  official  reports,  there 
arc  reports  emanating  from  other 
sourco.s  that  the  Pope  is  suffering  from 
arterio-cleroals  and  a  variety  of  other

Many  remedies  have  been  received  at 
the  Vatican,  and  the  Pope  has  beenes- 
pecially  touched  by  the  thoughtfulness 
of  a  Venetian  pharmacist  who  attended 
to  the  needs  of  Patrlach  Sarto  in  Venice. 
Ht  sent  a  preparation  of  his  own  manu- 
facture, which  Prof.  Marchiafava 
proved  and  prescribed.

SoiTie    of    Uses   to  Which 

Money    Raised    by  Special 
Tax  Will  Be  Put. 


BEULIN,  April  17— The  detftllB  of 
the  military  plans  of  Ihe  German  Qov- 
ernment  will  remain  unknown  until  they 
art'  formayv  laid  before  the  Reichstag 
n<-x!  we«'k,  or  pos-slbly  a  few  days  later. 
But  In  order  to  prepare  the  people  and 
Ihelr  represfnlatlvos  In  I'arllament,  the 
Uovernment  has  followed  its  uauifl  cus- 
tom and  Riven  out  several  hints  through 
the  seml-offlclal  press  which  may  be  re- 
lied upon. 

.\ccording-  to  TJie  Berlin  I^oUal  An- 
zciger,  tlui  antmal  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  recruits  will  be  about  38,000,  so 
that  withlji  two  years  tlic  army  will  be 
Mtrpngthened  by  4,000  officers,  15,000 
non-commissioned  officers  and  17,000 
men.  With  these  additions,  a  third  bat- 
talion will  be  given  to  eighteen  regi- 
ments  whloli  stin  have  but  two,  the 
companies  will  be  strengthened  through- 
ouv,  and  the  frontier  corps  will  bp 
brought  up  to  the  higher  establishment. 
Six  new  cavalry  reglmepts  will  be  de- 
manded, and  will  also  be  allotted  to  (he 
frontier   districts. 

An  addition  of  nearly  30,000  horpes 
will  make  It  possible  for  the  field  ar- 
tlUery  batteries  to  exercise  with  all  gljc 
guns  and  some  of  the  ammunition  wag- 
ons.

If  the  Kaiser  "  expected  to  find  the 
wealthy  going  Into  raptures  over  hip 
sugccitions  of  a  super-tax  on  capital, 
^hc  must  have  bet-n  very  seriously  dis- 
appointed, for  the  only  people  who  are 
cnthu.'iiastic  about  it  are  those  who  have 
no  capital,  and  the  responses  of  the 
rich  to  the  "Kaiser's  patriotic  appeal  are 
such  that  if  the  money  is  to  be  raised 
at  all,  the  tax  mu»t  be  made  far  more 
generai    than   at   first   Intended.

The 
beet  diplomats  In  this  day  and  age  come 
from  tho  ranks  of  commerce — the  world 
of  finance  and  practical  business"  So 
declared  f'rlvy  Government  Councillor 
Richard  Witting,  brother-in-law  of  Mac- 
millian  Harden  and  head  of  the  Natloiml 
Bank  for  Germany.  Herr  Witting  Is  one 
of  the  big  financial-political  figures  in 
Germany.  He  is  as  fearless  and  outspoK- 
on  as  Harden,  and  Is  one  of  the  few  men 
high  In  financial  circles  who  does  not 
hesitate  to  criticize  th*  Government, 

Herr  Witting  believes  that  "trade  and 
diplomacy  should  pull  together";  that 
one  of  the  main  reasons  for  the  existence 
of  the  latter  In  this  age  Is  to  clear  the 
way  for  the  former.  He  is  not, to  poke- 
fun  at  America's  "dollar  diplomacy" 
when  that  diplomacy  relates  to  the  dol- 
lars It  gets  for  the  United  States  and 
nof  to  the  number  of  dollars  the  dlplo- 
mat  has  In  order  to  obtain  his  appoint- 
ment.

In  Germany,  as  In  the  tTnlted  States, 
there  were  too  many  lawyers  in  public 
officer. 

"Gctrman  officialdom,"  he  said,  "le. 
largely  monopolized  by  those  who  have 
studied  law.  With  us  the  lawyer  can 
become  everything  from  district  Judge 
or  chief  mayor  to  chancellor  of  the  em- 
pire. He  can  command  In  church  and 
school.  In  public  health,  In  art  and 
.sctonce,  in  matters  of  transportation, 
agriculture  and  industry  —  everywhere 
vou  find    the   mnn   of   law." 

Should   2Vot  Ba   Only   Class 

Paying  due  praise  and  tribute  to  the 
lawyer.  Herr  Witting  declared  that  law- 
yers should  not  be  the  only  cla.ss  who 
should  move  forwards  and  upwards  in 
tho  government  of  a  people  or  nation. 

"It  Ik  the  merchant,  the  financier  and 
the  business  man  whojraaI(^  the  wheels 
go  round,"  he  .lald.       '..'.    ;      ' 

Herr  Witting,  who  is  the  head  of  one 
of  tho  large.st  financial  institutions  In 
Germany,  contended  that  Germany  had 
in  a  measure  lost  its  political  prestige 
and  position  In  the  world  through  the 
weakness  of  the  men  who  comprise  the 
Government.  He  bcllevoj  In  a  strong 
IJolicy  and  a  strong  Government.' 

"The  hope  of  Germany's  future  great- 
ness lies  In  the  slow,  but  steady,  growth 
of  a  spirit  of  national  democracy  where- 
by tho  people  will  insist  upon,  and  will 
get,  a  ."ihare  in  governing  their  nation. 
Germany  ha.s  nothlnfr  to  hope  for  from 
the  Socialists,  They  make  a  lot  of 
noise,  but  are  impractical  and  accom- 
plish nothing.  Then,  too,  they  lack 
patriotism,  without  which  no  nation  can 
become  or   remain   greo.t." 

Asked  how  the  financial,  circles  re- 
ceived the  new  emergency  war  tax, 
which  Is  to  raise  t250,000.000,  Herr  Wit- 
ting .>^ald  that  It  was  a  case  of  "swal- 
lowing bitter  medicine  with  a  wary 
face." 

"I  know."  he  said,  "that  our  men  of 
finance  and  industry  reallstc  the  ne- 
cessity and  would  gladly  pay  if  they 
only  had  the  assurance  that  we  would 
get  a  stronger  government.  But  It  will 
remain  with  the  old  order  of  things- 
lots  of  noise  and' no  Iron  fist  when  it 
comes  to  a  show-down  in  international 
matters. 

"Abro.-id.  somehow,  particularly  In  the 
L'nl:,-d  States,  we  are  .known  as  having 
a  'warlike  Government.'  It  is  not  un- 
based  upon  fact.  We  in  Germany  know 
liow  easy-going,  how  retiring,  how  ut- 
terly peaceful  our  Government  i.-"."
